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Merit Pay For Teachers 


The teacher shortage in our nation continues to 
loom as a major threat to our overall education 
system, and fortunately some aggressive steps are 
now being taken to combat that shortage. The major 
reason for the shortage is the low level of 
compensation to teachers when compared with the 
salaries of other professionals. Few collegiate- 
bound high school graduates are directing their 
sights toward becoming teachers because there are 
so many other careers that pay a whole lot more. 

While we agree with the National Education 
Association that the salaries of teachers must be 
significantly elevated if we hope to avert an 
educational disaster in the future, we do not 
particularly care for across-the-board increases 
with no consideration given to teacher competency. 
Unlike the NEA, we strongly support the concept of 
merit pay and master teacher status, which creates 
incentive and guarantees that the best teachers will 
be paid for their extra efforts. 

The NEA, of which the Garrett County Teachers 
and Maryland State Teachers associations are a 
part, has long used the argument that there is no 
equitable way of evaluating teacher competency; 
therefore the master teacher approach is unfair. We 
strongly disagree, and point to the extremely 
successful master teacher program initiated in the 
state of Tennessee by then-Governor Lamar 
Alexander in 1984. 

After a major battle with the NEA and the 
Tennessee Education Association, such a program 
was approved by the Tennessee legislature and the 
results have been outstanding. Not only is Tennessee 
attracting, rather than losing, new teachers and 
apprentice teachers, but also the scores of its 
students, at one time well below the national 
average, have begun to soar. 

Another sign of the program’s success is that, 
since Tennessee became the first state to attempt 
such an effort, 12 other states now have teacher 
incentive programs, six more are developing them, 
and another nine have funded statewide pilot 
programs or are assisting local school boards in 
developing them 

We have often stated our opinion that teaching is 
the single most important job in the world. We still 
believe that, and think it ironic that teachers are 
among the lowest-paid professionals. However, 
while salary increases should be significant, they 
should not be just across-the-board hikes, but 
increases based upon performance in the classroom.

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CASSELMAN RIVER STOCKED WITH TROUT — Approximately 2,000 brown trout were 
released into the Casselman River Tuesday by the Fisheries Division of the Maryiand Department of 
Natural Resources and the Youghiogheny Chapter of Trout Unlimited. The trout were purchased by 
the state from Laurel Hill Trout Farm in Pennsylvania and brought to the river banks by trucks like 
the one pictured above, left. Robert Pritts, of Laurel Hill Trout Farm, is shown filling large buckets 
with the brown trout from insulated tanks which hold the water at about 51 degrees. Pictured, center, 
is Dave Cathell, treasurer of the local chapter of Trout Unlimited, and Sull McCartney, right, 
president of the chapter. In the picture, above right, Mike Dean, conservation associate for DNR, 
tosses the trout into the river. This method gets the fish moving immediately, gets them acclimatized 
faster and they begin to feed sooner. Below, left, is a close-up of the 14-month old, nine to 11-inch 
brown trout which were released at eight locations on the Casselman under the direction of Dean and 
Ken Pavol, regional fish biologist for ONR. Another 1,000 brown trout were released into the 
Youghiogheny River that same day.

Pavol and 
Dean explained that the brown 
trout can change color to match 
their environment which con- 
tributes to that difficulty 

The fish were released into 
the river differently by each 
man. Cathell eased the buckets 


Pavol posted signs at each 
release site which stated that 
this is a trout management area 
under special delayed harvest 
regulations. Until June 1, all 
fishing may be done only with 
artificial lures, including 
artificial flies, and all trout 
caught must be released back 
into the river. After June 1, bait 
fishing is permitted with a limit 
of two fish daily 

Looking into the Casselman 
River at the newly released 
brown trout, Pavol summed up 


the day by saying, ‘‘This is 
great dry-fly water. I should 
come over and fish this some- 
time myself!”’

Dr. Herman Has 
frticle Published 


Dr. Stephen J. Herman, presi- 
dent at Garrett Community Col- 
lege, has co-authored an article 
that has appeared in the winter 
edition of The Journal of Staff, 
Program, and Organization 
Development, a journal for pro- 
fessionals in higher education 
The article ‘‘An Approach to 
Revitalizing Student Develop- 
ment: Generalist Theory” is co- 
authored by Richard R. Fon- 
taine, one of Dr. Herman's col 
leagues at Quinebaugh Valley 
Community in 
Connecticut, where Dr. Herman 
had been Dean of Student and 
Community Services before 
coming to GCC 

The article Her- 
man's and Fontaine's view that 
students should not have to go 
through a ‘bureaucratic maze” 
in order to have their needs and 
concerns addressed. Herman 
and Fontaine argue for a 
generalist model which permits 
one-stop counseling and a 
developing relationship with an 
advising professional trained to 
respond effectively 
student's diverse needs 

A distinctive variation of this 
model has been introduced at 
GCC, and Dr. Herman is 
collaborating with GCC col- 
leagues Craig Abrahamson and 
Manning Smith, as well as with 
Fontaine in Connecticut, in 
authoring a new article about 
GCC’s advising program

Significant Bills Pass General 
Assembly As 1988 Session Ends 


Maryland's legislators closed 
out the 1988 General Assembly 
at midnight Monday by enact- 
ing Governor William Donald 
Schaefer's higher 
package and a bill which would 
outlaw the manufacture and 
sale of Saturday Night 
Specials.’ 

The final hours of the 90-day 
session were spent adopting 
bills extending the vehicle emis- 
sions testing program and 
creating a statewide trash 
recycling program 

Gun Control 

The gun control bill, the first 
of its kind in the nation, cleared 
the House on a final vote to the 
applause of supporters, who 
fought the powerful National 
Rifle Association's fierce lob- 
bying efforts 

Although Western Maryland 
legislators voted against the 
gun control bill, supporters of 
the bill hailed its passage as his 
toric because it would establish 
a process designed to outlaw the 
sale and manufacture of the 
cheap, snub-nosed guns, known 
as Saturday Night Specials 
beginning in 1990 

“It's a landmark,” 
Attorney General J. Joseph 
Curran Jr., who has worked for 
years to put gun control legis- 
lation on the books in Maryland 
“For the

said 


first time it will 
permit us to reduce the flow of 
handguns. We haven't stopped 
it, but we've tightened the 
spigot a bit.” 

Sarah Brady, whose husband, 
Jim, was gravely wounded 
seven years ago in the assassin- 
ation attempt on President 
Reagan, was credited with 
giving the legislation a crucial 
push toward passage 

Also the fear of an illegal drug 
market protected by these 
Saturday Night Specials earned 
the bill many 
according to a Montgomery 
County delegate. Another dele- 
gate said that fear changed the 
atmosphere so markedly that 
even the National Rifle Associ

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A Reasonable Request 


We took a gander at the requested 1988-89 budget 
of the Garrett County Promotion Council this week, 
which seeks an increase of over $54,000. The amount 
allocated by the county last year was $184,455 and 
the Council is requesting $238,839 for the coming 
fiscal year 

While we recognize that the county 
commissioners have only so many dollars to deal 
with and divide, hopefully equitably, among many 
county agencies, we hope they give strong 
consideration to granting the request of the Council. 
We have on many occasions emphasized the 
importance of tourism to Garrett County, for 
without it our economy would literally collapse 
around us. 

The Promotion Council obviously did its 
homework in preparing its budget request. The 
major categories in which the Council seeks 
increases are: advertising (an increase of $12,000); 
postage ($24,000); printing costs ($8,000); and 
wages, which will include those of two additional 
part-time employees ($10,000). Advertising, if 
handled properly, always more than pays for itself 
by the subsequent response to it; the cost of postage 
has increased substantially, as everyone is painfully 
aware; printing costs will be higher mainly because 
of an increased volume of printed matter, such as 
the Vacation Guide; and, as the Council is called 
upon to be involved in additional festivals and 
promotions, such as the 1989 Whitewater 
Championships and the new McHenry Highland 
Festival, there is no question that additional staff 
will be needed in the office. 

Another reason we believe that granting the 
Council's request is generally a good idea is that all 
but about eight percent of the proposed increase is 
expected to be derived by the new accommodations 
tax. That tax has been earmarked for tourism 
promotion and economic development and it is our 
opinion that, by increasing tourism, increased 
economic development will naturally follow. This 
opinion is supported by the tremendous development 
oceurring right now in the Deep Creek Lake area. 

Perhaps because we are a newspaper, we are a 
bit bias about the value of promotion and 
advertising. But we believe there is plenty of 
evidence out there to prove its effectiveness.

SAFE DEBRIS BURNING 

The Maryland Forest, Park and Wildlife Service would like to 
remind resident property owners that spring is traditionally a 
time of high forest fire danger in Maryland. In 1987 more than 850 
wildfires burned nearly 8,000 acres in the state. Many of these 
fires occurred in the spring, mostly on weekends and in the 
afternoon. Traditionally, spring is the time of the year when 
many property owners are conducting outdoor burning of leaves 
and other debris. Unfortunately, many people do not burn safely 
resulting in wildfires. In 1987, debris burners caused 239 wildfires 
in Maryland. Debris burning in 1987 accounted for 20 fires in 
Garrett County, or 38 percent of the wildfires in the County 

In order to prevent wildfires from occurring and causing 
destruction to private homes and woodlands, the State of 
Maryland has established open-air burning regulations. These 
regulations apply to activities in woodland and within 200 feet of 
woodland, or activities adjacent to or within an area where 
flammable materials, that could ignite and carry fire to 
woodland, are located 

1. A natural or constructed fire break at least 10 feet wide 

must completely surround the material to be burned 
2. Adequate personnel and equipment must be present to

first in the House (127-8) and

Under the legislature's initia- 
tive, the bill requires the state 
to increase higher education 
spending next year by at least 
$68 million 

Smoking Ban 

On a 42-1 vote, the state Sen- 
ate gave final approval to a bill 
to ban smoking in Maryland's 
larger retail stores after agree- 
ing to changes made by the 
House of Delegates 

Senate Majority Leader 
Clarence W. Blount said the 
House amendments made the 
bill ‘weaker than when it left 
the Senate."’ But, he added, ‘‘we 
either have it or have nothing.” 

In its final form, the bill pro- 
hibits smoking in the public 
areas of retail stores with 20 or 
more full-time employees. The 
stores would be required to post 
no-smoking signs. Supervisors 
who fail to post signs would be 
subject to a $25 fine. The ban 
would not apply to restaurants, 
tobacco stores or a retail store’s 
work areas or bathrooms 

Unlike the original Senate 
version of the bill, however, 
people who are caught smoking 
in stores would not be subject to 
any fine or other penalty. Some 
Maryland subdivisions already 
have more restrictive no-smok- 
ing laws, and they would not be 
affected by the bill 

Another piece of anti-smoking 
legislation, one that would ban 
smoking in restaurants, passed 
the Senate but was killed by a 
House committee last month 

The legislation which passed 
has been called “weakened” 
and ‘‘neutered."’ Because rela- 
tively few retailers would be 
affected, the bill has been called 

realistically unenforceable." 

According to Maryland Retail 
Merchants Association esti- 
mates, only 13 percent of all 
retail stores in the state have 20 
or more full-time employees

Recycling Bill 

A compromise trash recycl- 
ing bill, one of the 1988 session's 
most significant acts, won over- 
whelming approval from the 
General Assembly. The 
measure was sent to Gov 
Schaefer on votes of 100-15 in 
the House and 37-3 in the 
Senate, most of the votes 
against it coming from rural 
legislators 

The compromise was worked 
out over the past two weeks by 
lawmakers and key Schaefer 
administration figures, who 
entered the negotiations when it 
appeared the two houses would 
not be able to resolve major dif- 
ferences over the proposal 

The compromise requires 
Maryland's six largest counties 
and Baltimore City to recycle 
up to 20 percent of their solid 
wastes by 19%, although the bill 
would allow the state to reduce 
the requirement for these 
counties to 10 percent if the 
Department of Environment 
deems the larger goal un- 
realistic 

The 17 remaining rural coun- 
ties would only have to recycle 
up to 15 percent of their 
garbage, with a possible waiver 
to five percent. Delegate 
George Edwards, R-Garrett, 
explained that if a county does 
not recycle five percent of its 
garbage a penality will be 
handed down granting that 
county no building permits. He 
went on to say that if that 
county can prove there is no 
way it can recycle five percent 
of its garbage, the penalty may 
be waived by the Department of 
Environment, however, there is 
no guarantee that a waiver will 
be granted 

“I think that is a pretty 
severe penalty,’’ Del. Edwards 
said. ‘I agree we need to start 
looking at recycling we have 
only so many natural resources 

but we have to ask, ‘Is this 
the appropriate way”’”’

in most rural areas, and ‘‘it will 
cost the county money one way 
or another.” 

To set an example, the state 


would have to recycle up to 20 
percent of its solid wastes and 
begin meeting that requirement 
by 1992 instead of 1994 

The compromise removes a 
requirement in the original Sen- 
ate bill that would have 
mandated residents separate 
their trash when they put it out- 
side for collection 

Also gone from the Senate bill 
is a $1.50-per-ton fee on garbage 
dumped in landfills, with the 
proceeds going to help local 
governments meet their re- 
cycling goals 

Left in the final bill is a credit 
toward the recycling goal for 
those counties that use inciner- 
ators 

Local Bills 

Delegate George Edwards 
said that it was a good year in

STAFFING TOMORROW'S CLASSROOM 

It takes some people a long time to realize that it can no 
longer be ‘‘business as usual’’ when it comes to hiring new 
teachers to replace those who retire or leave for other jobs; how- 
ever, that is what almost all of the 15,000 school districts are still 
doing, even though the present situation calls for new approaches 

Of the nation’s 2.2 million teachers, nearly half are expected 
to leave the profession within the next six years. Many hired 
during the ‘‘baby boom”’ period can retire, but not all those who 
leave the profession retire. Thousands ‘‘have had it,”’ with low 
salaries, little respect, and tough conditions 

How many people do we know, or have talked to that has said, 

Oh I used to be a teacher’’ The world seems to have a lot of ex- 

teachers, but not many ex-doctors, ex-lawyers, or ex-engineers 

If the shortage is going to be as serious as thought, ways need 
to be found to keep the talent we have. Recently, with all the 
attention paid to schools because of the reform movement, a poll 
showed that 6% of college students said they wanted to be 
teachers, nowhere near the number needed 

The problem is that school districts can't even count on this 
6%, because not all of them can pass the minimum competency 
tests required in most states 

In the past, many became teachers to escape from something 
else. A good example is the military draft. Usually, teaching ina 
school meant an exemption from fighting in Korea or Vietnam 
This is not the case anymore 

Traditionally, the largest number of teachers were women 
Now thousands of women who once would have been teachers are 
getting their degrees in banking, management, etc 

There will be no problem filling vacancies if school systems are 

willing to settle for the bottom third or bottom quarter of each 
graduating class. One can easily guess the impact on our schools 
of teachers who know little more and often less than their 
students 

Even if salaries and conditions are improved, there still 
aren't enough qualified people to fill the vacancies in both 
teaching and the public sector. When education improves its in- 
centives, so do they with whom education is competing 

Whenever there is a teacher shortage, somebody, regardless 
of qualifications, is hired.

Dr. Glenn Kashurba 


Garrett County Health De- 
partment provides the services 
of Dr. Glenn Kashurba, a child 
and adolescent psychiatrist, on 
Mondays from 10:30 a.m. to 
3:30 p.m. After an initial inter- 
view with a therapist at the 
health department, Dr. 
Kashurba meets with the child 
(and parent) referred to him for 
a diagnostic evaluation. He then 
writes a report recommending 
appropriate treatment. Follow- 
up of each child is taken care of 
by the health department's 
mental health program staff 

Dr. Kashurba is fulfilling a 
two-year commitment with the 
National Health Service here 
and in Allegany County that 
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began July, 1987. He also has a 
private practice in Cum- 
berland. Upon completion of 
medical school at Penn State 
University in Hershey, Pa., Dr 
Kashurba completed his 
residency in adult psychiatry at 
the Medical College of Pennsy!- 
vania in Philadelphia. He then 
received a two-year Child and 
Adolescent Psychiatry Fellow- 
ship, which he fulfilled at the 
Medical College of Pennsy]l- 
vania 

When asked if he has found 
any definite pattern of behavior 
here in Garrett County with the 
clients he has evaluated, Dr 
Kashurba says, ‘I was working 
in the inner city of Philadelphia 
before coming here and the pat- 
tern was much the same as it is 
here. Many young people I see 
have emotional problems for 
other reasons, but the majority 
of problems are the result of 
emotional, physical, and/or 
sexual abuse.” 

Dr. Kashurba indicates that 
parents of young people who 
talk of suicide exhibit depres- 
sion, change behavior in signi- 
ficant ways like performing 
poorly in school if they had been 
average or better students, 
should contact a_ licensed 
mental health professional for 
evaluation of their child. 

Several health department 
employees are instructors for 
Project REACH, which is 
administered in cooperation by 
the Garrett County Memorial 
Hospital and the Garrett County 
Board of Education. During the 
school year, parents of kinder- 
gartners have come to their 
child's school to learn more 
about subjects like ‘Sibling 
Rivalry’, taught by director of 
Personal Health, Sara K.

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What’s A College 
Education Worth? 


by Dr. Steve Herman, 


President, 


Garrett Community College 


Have you ever considered this? Suppose you start working 
full time when you are 18 years old. Suppose too, that you hold a 
steady 40-hour-a-week job until you retire at 65. Then you will 
work for 47 years, a total of 94,000 hours. If you live to be 75, you 
will have lived 657,000 hours. Therefore, 14 percent of your life 
will have been spent in work. Assume that you average eight 
hours sleep a night, then one-third of your life is spent sleeping, 
and 22 percent of your waking life will be devoted to work 

Now consider just your waking life from ages 18 to 65. During 
this period 34 percent of your life will be devoted to work. If you 
discount your weekends, 50 percent of your time will be spent 


working. 


Many studies show that the salary of the average college 
graduate over a lifetime is much higher than the salary of the 
average person who does not attend college. But I think these 
statistics are emphasized far too much. People tend to weigh the 
value of an education or an occupation in terms of dollars, com- 
pletely overlooking how much of their lives is consumed in work. 

What is the tisne of your life worth? I believe that any kind of 
labor has as much dignity as any other so long as it is honest and 
useful. Some kinds of labor do not require a college education. But 
more and more occupations are becoming technological. People 
without a college education will find increasingly that what is at 
stake in their educational decisions is not only money but

What counts 


most is the ability to choose, not the choice made. Work freely 
chosen can be a joy throughout life 

Many of us resent government interference in our lives. We 
do not want our freedom of choice taken away. Yet we often, with- 
out a second thought, limit ourselves. At the very least we owe 
ourselves some careful thought about the value of a higher educa- 
uuon. We need to appreciate that what ts al issue is more than a 
salary; it is the quality of life we will lead 





work. 

As with the other lectures, all

“Wildflowers Of 
Garrett County”

The Biology department of 
Garrett Community College 
will offer a special one-credit 
course this summer for those 
interested in local wildflowers 

‘Wildflowers of Garrett 
County” (BIO 111) is designed 
to provide familiarity with the 
many types of spring-and 
summer-blooming wildflowers 
found in the area. The course 
will be taught by Kevin Dodge, 
assistant professor of wildlife 
and biology. Classes will meet 
from 9 a.m. to 1 p.m. every 
other Saturday, starting May 14 
and running through August 6 
Students will travel by van to 
various habitats throughout the 
county 

Using A Field Guide to Wild- 
flowers, students will learn the 
clues useful in recognizing 
different flowers including 
color; number and shape of 
sepals, petals, stamens, and 
pistils; leaf characteristics; 
and habitat 

A companion three-credit 
course ‘‘Vascular Plant 
Identification’’ (BIO 293) will 
be taught concurrently with 
BIO 111. This course is designed 
for those interested in a more 
detailed investigation of the 
local flora. Students will learn 
to locate and recognize 
different plant parts useful in 
identification, and use plant 
identification keys to determine 
the species of plants, flowering 
and nonflowering, that they 
encounter in the field 

Extra time may be spent 
keying out more difficult-to- 
identify species in the lab 
following each class period. An 
extensive plant collection will 
be required as part of the 
course 

During each outing, other 
organisms including ferns 
trees, birds, and insects will be 
observed and identifed, so that 


these courses will amount to a 
fun and informative summer 
long Garrett County nature 
hike. The courses are open to 
any individual, young or old, 
who wants to know more about 
local plants 

Tuition is free to all senior 
citizens 60 years or older 
Seniors and others may elect to 
audit the course, taking the 
courses just for fun rather than 
seeking college credit. For

CABBAGE AND CARROT SOUP 

1'2 tablespoons vegetable oil 
44 cup onion, chopped 
\4 cup celery, chopped 
‘4 cup flour 
‘2 teaspoon salt (optional) 
342 cups chicken broth 
2 cups cabbage, shredded 
1 cup carrots, pared and chopped 
1 cup frozen peas, thawed 

Saute the onions and celery in the vegetable oil 
until tender.

DEVILED BEEF RAGOUT 

1 pound beef bottom round steak 
2 tablespoons prepared (Dijon-style) mustard 
2 teaspoons Worcestershire sauce 
1 cup water (or fat-skimmed beef broth) 
¥2 cup dry white wine 
1 bay leaf 
8 small or 4 medium quartered onions (optional) 
4 carrots, pared and sliced in 3-inch lengths 
2 ribs celery, sliced in 3-inch lengths 
2 potatoes, pared, in *4-inch slices 
2 tablespoons instant-blending flour 
¥% cup cold water 

Cut meat into 1-inch cubes, trim and discard fat. 
Stir cubes with mustard and Worcestershire until well 
coated. Arrange cubes in a single layer in a non-stick 
skillet that has been well sprayed with cooking spray. 
Brown meat slowly with no added fat, turning to 
brown evenly. Drain and discard any melted fat from 
pan. Add the 1 cupof water (or broth), wine and bay 
leaf. Heat until liquid just simmers. Cover tightly, 
simmer until meat is nearly tender, 1 hour or more. 
Then, skim and discard fat from surface of pan liquid. 
Add vegetables, cover and simmer about 20 to 25 
minutes more until vegetables are tender. Stir flour 
with the “4-cup of cold water, stir into simmering 
liquid to thicken. Discard bay leaf before serving. 
Makes 4 servings. 


CARROT MUFFINS 

2 cups sugar 
1% cups safflower oil 
4 eggs 
3 cups unbleached white flour 
2 teaspoons baking powder 
1 teaspoon baking soda 
42 teaspoon salt 
2% cups grated carrots 
1 cup walnuts, coarsely chopped 
1 cup raisins 

Preheat the oven to 350°F. Place the sugar, oil 
and eggs in the bowl of an electric mixer and mix at 
medium speed for about 2 minutes. In a separate 
bowl, combine the flour, baking powder, baking soda 
and salt, add this to the sugar-egg mixture. Next add 
the grated carrots, walnuts and raisins. With the 
mixer at low speed blend the dough until no trace of 
flour is left. With a spoon, scoop the dough into paper- 
lined muffin tins, filling them two-thirds full. Bake for 
about 35 to 40 minutes. The muffins are done when a 
toothpick inserted in the center comes out clean. 
Serve warm or at room temperature. Yields: 20 
muffins. 


CURRIED TURKEY SALAD 

2 cans (8 oz. each) crushed pineapple 
2 cups cooked chopped turkey 
‘2 cup shredded carrots 
4s cup sliced celery 
‘3 cup sliced green onion 
‘5 cup diced green bell pepper 
4 cup raisins 
‘4 cup mayonnaise 
42 teaspoon curry powder 
\% teaspoon garlic salt

In a small cup combine the sugar, vinegar and %4 
cup of the broth. In another small cup combine the 
cornstarch with the remaining ‘2 cup of broth. Set 
both cups aside. Heat the oil in a wok or large skillet 
over medium-high heat. Add the garlic (and the hot 
peppers if desired). Stirring constantly, cook until the 
garlic is tender, but not golden, and the hot peppers, if 
used, are darkened but not black. Add the carrots and 
green peppers and stir-fry for 2 minutes. Reduce the 
heat to medium and add the sugar-vinegar mixture, 
cover and steam 5 minutes. Remove the cover, stir in 
the broth-cornstarch mixture, and stir while heating 
until the sauce thickens. The hot chili peppers can add 
extra flavor to this dish. One or two will leave the dish 
still quite mild; four will make it hot and spicy. Sliced 
mushrooms can also be included in this dish, if 
desired.

Crop Intentions 
Reported For 1988 


Maryland farmers intend to 
grow fewer acres of corn, soy- 
beans, barley, rye, oats, 
tobacco, hay and sweet potatoes 
in 1988 than they planted in 1987 
However, a larger 1988 winter 
wheat acreage was planted in 
the fall of 1987 than a year 
earlier 

Based on conditions in March, 
Maryland farmers intend to 
plant 545,000 acres of field corn, 
down three percent from 1987's 
560,000 acres planted and the 
fewest acres planted since 1962 

Soybean growers intend to 
plant 400,000 acres in 1988, five 
percent fewer than the 420,000 
acres planted in 1987. If 
realized, this area will be eight 
percent below the record 235,000 
acres planted in 1984 

Winter wheat seeded in the 
fall of 1987 for harvest in 1988 
amounts to 180,000 acres, up 
three percent from the 175,000 
acres planted in 1987. It’s the 
most wheat planted since 1956's 
185,000 acres 

Rye seeded in 1987 for harvest 
in 1988 at 58,000 acres is five 
percent above 1987's 55,000 
acres planted 

Barley planted and to be 
planted is expected to total 
90,000 acres, down 10 percent 
from 1987's 100,000 acres but 
equal to 1986 

Oats seeded and to be seeded 
is expected to total 20,000 acres, 
five percent below 1987's 21,000 
acres and the fourth smallest 
planted acreage on record 

The intended tobacco acreage 
for 1988, based on March 1 indi-

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cations, is a record low 14,000 
acres. If realized, this acreage 
will be seven percent below the 
previous record low 15,000 acres 
set in 1987.

First of all, Bladex can only be used effectively on 
small annual grasses and broadleaf weeds in existing crop 
stubble. It is not for use in living covers such as rye, orchard- 
grass, fescue, or alfalfa. Use only the 4L Bladex formulation in a 
minimum of 25 gal/A of carrier. Burndown generally is better 
when Bladex is applied in nitrogen solutions or liquid fertilizers 
than when applied in water. Add a nonionic surfactant at the rate 
of 1-2 qt/100 gal. of spray solution for all applications. Bladex 
burndown activity relies on both foliar and root uptake, and will 
be reduced if rainfall does not occur shortly after application. Can

if you use federally-approved

Approximately 3600 acres will

Byron Environmental Bill Passes 
House Of Representatives 


The United States of 
Representatives passed 
H.R.-2641, the ‘Trails System 
Improvements Act’’ which was 
introduced by Representative 
Beverly Byron. The bill, known 
informally as the “Rails to 
Trails”’ bill, passed the House 
on voice vote and now awaits 
mark-up in the Senate Com 
mittee on Energy and Natural 
Resources 

‘I am delighted with the 
action that the House took this 
morning,”’ fifth-term 
representative, ‘‘This repre- 
sents a major step to estab 
lishing a national policy for 
developing recreational oppor- 
tunities for all Americans."’ 

Rep. Byron explained, ‘‘This 
bill provides an efficient and 
logical means for trail develop- 
ment. Federally granted rail 
rights-of-way often lend them- 
selves well to trail conversion 
upon abandonment.” 

During the 19th century, Con- 
gress supported the expansion 
of rail transportation by provid- 
ing large grants of land and/or 
rights-of-ways to the transcon- 
tinental railroads. It is esti- 
mated that roughly half of the

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Willful Misconduct? 


There is a service organization with an active 
chapter in Garrett County that rarely makes the 
headlines, but works quietly and effectively behind 
the scenes helping hundreds of local people deal with 
a serious, life-threatening problem. We refer to the 
local chapter of Alcoholics Anonymous and its 
affiliate groups, Al-Anon, for immediate relatives of 
alcoholics, and Al-Ateen, for teenagers whose parent 
or parents are alcoholics. 

Regular meetings are held without fail and the 
doors are, of course, open to anyone needing and 
desiring the counseling and support provided by the 
organization. 

Our purpose here today is not only to 
acknowledge the great value of these groups and to 
recognize the efforts of those who are responsible for 
organizing and keeping them running, but also to 
comment on a Supreme Court ruling made 
yesterday concerning alcoholism. 

The high court was called upon to determine 
whether or not the Veterans Administration should 
be required to provide educational benefits to two 
recovered alcoholic veterans after the pair applied 
for an extension to the 10-year deadline for using GI 
benefits. The VA policy currently defines alcoholism 
as ‘‘willful misconduct” and thus turned down the 
veterans’ request for an extension. The Supreme 
Court upheld the VA’s position by a 4-3 vote. 

Because Alcoholics Anonymous classifies 
alcoholism as a disease, the Supreme Court’s ruling 
has to be taken as a defeat for AA and its millions of 
members. Justice Byron White maintained that the 
court was not deciding whether alcoholism is a 
disease, but rather whether the VA’s rule treats 
alcoholics unfairly as compared to other veterans. 

While it is true that hard scientific evidence to 
prove that alcoholism should be classified as a 
disease is somewhat lacking, we wonder about the 
possibile ramifications of this ruling by the court and 
the continued use of the term ‘‘willful misconduct.”’ 
Could not the same label be used for lung cancer and 
emphysema patients whose illness is a direct result 
of smoking cigarettes, or persons with heart disease 
and a host of other illnesses as a result of smoking, 
poor diets, and/or lack of exercise? Such victims are 
presently not being discriminated against, as are 
alcoholics, because of their forms of ‘willful 
misconduct.”’ 

Even if alcoholism is never scientifically 
classified as a disease, its effects are every bit as 
disabling, if not more so, than those of many ‘‘real’’ 
diseases, and the number of cases of alcoholism is 
certainly not on the decline. Unless there is a 
vaccine against alcoholism discovered some day, 
there will always be a significant percentage of 
human beings who are ‘‘destined’’ to become 
alcoholics for thousands of reasons. Society must 
never turn its back on these victims. Thank heavens 
we have organizations like Alcoholics Anonymous to 
lead this all important crusade against a 
particularly horrible form of human suffering.

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GCC Board Hears Findings Of 


Tuition Reciprocity Committee 


At the regular monthly 
meeting of the Garrett Com- 
munity College Board of 
Trustees, held Tuesday even- 
ing, Dr. Nancy Priselac, Dean 
of College Development and In- 
stitutional Research, was in at- 
tendance to present findings of 
the Tri-State Reciprocity com- 
mittee and a proposal regar- 
ding the application for a Title 
III grant to implement the 
reciprocity program. 

Dr. Priselac informed board 
members that ‘‘pockets of 
underserved populations’ exist 
in each of the three states 
(Maryland, West Virginia and 
Pennsylvania) involved in the 
proposed agreement. In other 
words, relatively large land 
areas exist where residents do 
not have 
geographically to a higher 
education institution. In many 
instances, she said, these areas 
are located near state borders 

Residents in some of these 
areas are located more conve- 
niently to an institution in an ad- 
jacent state but, in order to take 
advantage of that institution, 
would be required to pay out-of- 
state tuition. Tuition reciproci- 
ty, an agreement wherein 
residents of one state would be 
allowed to attend an out-of-state 
institution at an in-state cost, is 
one answer to the problem, ac- 
cording to Priselac 

Although Maryland and West 
Virginia have had a small-scale 
reciprocity agreement since 
1978, the State of Pennsylvania, 
at the present time, is not in- 
cluded because of lack of 
legislation, said Priselac 
However, she noted that legisla- 
tion is very likely to pass there 
enabling the state to join in the 
tuition agreement 

A request has also been made 
to West Virginia to open all 
areas of disciplines for 
reciprocity, added Priselac 

GCC qualifies for Title III

Gov. Schaefer Expected To Sign 
Spill Bills And Hunting Bill 


Trucking companies and 
others proved negligent in 
hazardous substance spills

NEGLIGENT HUNTING 

The negligent hunting bill was

This bill prescribes penalties, 
including suspension of hunting 
licenses, a jail term and fine, 
for the negligent wounding of a 
person, wild animal or livestock 
or damage to personal or real 
property while a person is hunt- 
ing. The hunting bill awaits the 
governor's signature. and vio- 
lators of the act could be found 
guilty of a misdemeanor or 
other crime depending on how 
the court proceeds

Annual Report 
Reveals MSP 
'87 Statistics 


Statistics from the annual re- 
port of the Maryland State 
Police, McHenry Detachment, 
were released this week from 
Sgt. Bill Graham. 

Those statistics revealed that 
16 personnel were assigned to 
the detachment in January of 
1987. One trooper took vacation 
leave from January through 
March when he retired, leaving 
an actual manpower resource 
of 14. In April, three trooper 
probationers assigned to the 
county from the police academy 
received field training until 
June, bringing maximum man- 
power strength to 18 

A vacant secretary position 
was filled in March and man- 
power assignments were as fol- 
lows as of June 13, 1987: one 
first sergeant., one sergeant., 
three corporals, 11 uniformed 
road troopers; and one sgt. and 
one trooper in the criminal in- 
vestigation section 

Sgt. Graham indicated that 
there were nine fatal collisions 
in the county last year. DWI 
arrests were up 51 percent 
There were 306 arrests in 1987 
and 202 in 1986. Tpr. R.T. Wilson 
topped the list for DWI arrests 
at 43. Tpr. Paul R. Brown made 
the next highest number of 
arrests with 29 while Tfc. R.M 
Hershberger tallied 27 arrests 
The remainder of the trooper 
arrest count is as follows: Tfc 
R.J. Resh, 25; Cpl.

Gov. Schaefer Announces Permits 


kor Piney Creek Dam In Garrett County 


Governor William Donald 
Schaefer today announced that 
state and federal permits have 
been issued for a new dam at 
Piney Creek near Frostburg, 
which will provide a larger 
reservoir for the area 

“The Piney Creek Dam 
should resolve the area’s 
perennial water supply problem 
and will provide an economic 
boost to the region’’, Governor 
Schaefer said 

The new facility was designed 
to replace Frostburg’s smaller 
existing reservoir at the same 
location on Piney Creek in Gar- 
rett County and has withstood 
unusually close scrutiny by both 
state and federal agencies from 
a safety and environmental 
view point 

Frostburg Mayor John F. 
Roland noted, that ‘the key 
concept of the project has been 
safety, and back-up safety 
measures will be incorporated 
into the final dam design” 

The project received a major 
boost last fall when Governor 
Schaefer urged county and city 
officals to push forward with 
the design of the dam. The 
city’s engineering firm, Whit- 


man Ranueedt and «4 


has been working on the prep- 
aration of plans and specifi- 
cations and will complete its 
work in the fall of 1988. Mayor 


Roland anticipates awarding a 
construction contract near the 
end of 1988 so that work on the 
new dam can start in the spring 
of 1989. The construction will 
take two years to complete 


The Department of Natural 
Resources (DNR) Dam Safety 
Division, part of the Water Re- 
sources Administration, has 
been working with city officials 
to ensure that project deadlines 
are met. The next deadline is 
the preparation of an environ- 
mental mitigation plan re- 
quired by the U.S. Army Corps 
of Engineers as part of its 
permit. The plan will compen- 
sate for the loss of non-tidal wet- 
land areas as a result of the 
larger lake surface area and 
provide for establishing a trout 
population below the reservoir 
Work has already started on the 
preparation of the mitigation 
plan 


The Piney Creek Reservoir 
project is part of a compre- 
hensive water supply resources 
development and management 
plan being prepared by DNR’s 
Water Resources Adminis- 
tration for the entire Georges

Thank you, Jack

Everett, Pa., April 12, 1988 The long d all just 
ended as the familiar sound of a fire alarm could be heard in the 
streets of this central Pennsylvania community. Call it irony, no, 
more than irony. It was, after all, peculiarly appropriats 

The call said that Jack Glotfelty had died, and now, the 
urgent tone of the fire siren at twilight brought to mind the 
familiar sight of Jack turning from work in the newspaper 
composing room to make his way to the Oakland fire hall. Even 
when he could no longer serve at the scene of fires, Jack had 
labored long and hard for his community operating the radio 
when there was a fire, working in the kitchen at many a 
fundraising event, and continuing to serve after he was 
eligible to be excused from active duty 

Many in the town knew him as a fireman. There was a more 
exclusive fraternity who knew Jack, though, and it was in the 
back shop of the newspaper that he will be remembered. Jack 
was, he once told me, washing cars at a automobile 
dealership, when the telephone call came to offer a job at The 
Republican. The caller wanted to know if Jack wanted to come to 
work at ‘‘the office.’’ Typical of his dry sense of humor, Jack 
related that he answered ‘‘yes,"’ and only then wondered what he 
had agreed to do “It had to beat washing cars,"’ was his only 
explanation 

Indeed. The ‘‘choice’’ stuck, and in the ensuing years, Jack 
learned his trade well. He was one of the generation that bridged 
the abyss between traditional letterpress printing and computer 
typesetting and offset presses. Not that he would have chosen to 
say it in so many words, but he came to love printing. More than 
once, certainly, he shared what he knew with others 

I was one of them. One of the lucky ones, although I didn't 
realize it at first, when I was hired at The Republican. To work 
with Jack and those of his generation is our good fortune, and his 
legacy. Did he know that he was teaching us” Today, especially, I 
am proud to have learned from him 

He taught me the things that young persons need to know in 
this business. He chose his words carefully, and said little. When 
he had something to say, it was worth hearing. Most of all, he was 
an example of hard work, of caring enough to do something 
over, until it was right and of not taking oneself too seriously 

Jack endured more fromm day to day than most of us face ina 
lifetime. Of his physical condition, he rarely said anything, either 
That was Jack. But his silence in the face of the struggle was a 
form of teaching also 

Often, working overtime in the evening hours, we would talk 
about the newspaper business, about work, about people, about

Kitzmiller Woman 
Sentenced On 
Theft Charge 


A Kitzmiller woman found 
guilty of theft was sentenced to 
six months in the Garrett Coun- 
ty Jail during a trial held last 
week in Garrett County District 
Court 

Judge Jack R. Turney then 
suspended the sentence for 
Margaret A. Miller, 37, and 
placed her on six months un- 
supervised probation. She had 
been found guilty in a previous 
trial, when Turney ordered pro- 
bation before judgement 

Miller was charged by 
Oakland Police Chief John K 
Sines following a January 13 in- 
cident at Browning's Hometown 
Market involving cigarettes 

Joseph R. Pyles, 48, Oakland, 
was sentenced to 60 days in the 
Garrett County Jail after he 
was found guilty of a disorderly 
conduct charge. Turney then 
suspended the sentence, placing 
Pyles on 18 months unsupervis- 
ed probation 

A pre-sentence investigation 
had been ordered for Pyles 
after he was found guilty of the 
charge during an earlier trial 

Chief Sines charged Pyles 
with disorderly conduct in a 
public place following a 
February 2 incident in Oakland

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North Marion 
Transfer Is 
Now Rams’ Ace 


Editor’s note: The following 
article was written by Butch 
Antolini, sports writer for the 
Dominion Post, Morgantown, 
W. Va. 

When Bo Butler left North 
Marion High School, W.Va., 
after his sophomore year to 
transfer to Southern Garrett 
County, there reportedly was 
crying in the streets of Rachel 

Soon thereafter, Southern 
baseball coach, Jim Bosley, 
probably discovered what a 
gem of a player he had. 

Now a senior, Butler is the 
“bread and butter — and the 
meat"’ of Southern's 7-1 base- 
ball team, says Bosley. The 
nine-year veteran coach doesn’t 
hide the facts. 

“Butler is the best player I've 
ever coached here,’’ said Bos- 
ley, whose teams are 10949 
under his direction. “He is a 
Division One player without a 
doubt. I’ve had others here who 
have been recruited and have 
played Division One, but Butler 
beats them all.”’ 

Those are hefty accolades to 
pile on an 18-year-old, but But- 
ler has the statistics to back up 
his coach. 

A left-handed pitcher who 
possesses a better than average 
fastball and a deceiving curve, 
Butler has accounted for three 
of Southern’s seven wins so far, 
and has pitched in five of the 
eight games, striking out 938 
batters in just 28 innings. He 
has an earned run average of 
1.08 and has issued just 17 
walks. 

Not enough to prove his case 
you might say. Well, then look 
at his plate performance to 
date. 

He is currently stroking the 
ball at a .418 clip with two home 
runs, 11 RBI's and 14 total hits 

“He is the biggest baseball 
fanatic that I’ve evern known,” 
says Bosley. ‘“‘He just loves to 
play the game and his biggest 
asset is that he is such a hard 
worker when it comes down to 
it. 

“The fact that he is a left- 
hander who throws hard makes 
him a Division One player in my 
mind,’’ Bosley added. ‘‘But he 
can also hit the ball and play in 
the outfield. He’s just the kind 
of guy that is always wanting to 
do something and when he does 
it’s positive.” 

Butler himself feels that his 
attitude is the key to his suc- 
cess. 

“I’m always ready and I want 
to play,’’ said Butler. ‘I just 
enjoy the game of baseball. I've 
always liked it and I've played 
since I was eight years old.” 

While he thinks his attitude is 
a plus, Bo says some other 
things are a minus in his book, 
and he must improve in those 
areas to be a top collegiate 
hurler. 

“I want to improve on my 
pitching. I need to develop that 
third pitch (which is a split- 
fingered fastball),’’ Butler said. 
“My pickoff move isn’t all that 
great either, but I’m hoping 
once I get to college I can get 
the specialized coaching to help 
me in that area.” 

When he’s not pitching for the 
Rams, Butler serves as the 
designated hitter. 

Coach Bosley said, even 
though he would like to play 
Butler in the field every game, 
he doesn’t ‘“‘want to take any 
chances on hurting his 
(Butler's) arm’’, by playing 
him in the outfield. 

Butler doesn't like sitting the 
bench, but has accepted his 
role. 

“I just want to do whatever I 

can do to help my team,”’ Butler 
said. 
West Virginia University, 
rostburg State, and Garrett 
Community College have all 
been courting Butler's talents, 
but Bosley says he expects 
more coaches to come knocking 
real soon. 

“He pitches all the big games 
for us and he’s been very effec- 
tive,’’ Bosley said. ‘‘I just don’t 
think too many people have 
heard about him yet. But I look 
for that to change as the season 
goes on.”’

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Beef Checkoff: A Report Card Offered Co. Farm Bureau 


Just over one year ago, agri- 
cultural history was made. One 
industry took control of its own 
future into its own hands 

On October 1, 1986, the 
nation's beef producers began 
working together on a program 
called the Beef Checkoff. The 
idea was that every single pro- 
ducer and importer would in- 
vest $l-per-head of cattle sold 
towards promotion, re- 
search, consumer education 
and advertising 

Working together, the beef in- 
dustry decided to take a 
gamble: it would seek to re- 
verse the decade-old decline in 
consumer demand for beef and 
to fight back against mis- 
informed critics who claim beef 
is not nutritious 

The purpose of the program is 
simple: fight back with facts 
and information about beef, and 
thereby change consumer atti- 
tudes and help build demand 

So far, the program is work- 
ing well. For starters, everyone 
pays even importers. That 
helps make the program fair 
and equitable, and it ensures 
that the investment is spread 
throughout the industry 

A common misperception 
among some beef producers is 
that Checkoff funds are mostly 
used for such 
offices, salaries, airline tickets,

In fact, exactly the opposite is 
true. Beef Board administra- 
tive costs are strictly limited to 
five percent of all Checkoff 
dollars collected 

There is also a strong element 
of local control. ‘Up to 50 cents

If you have been wondering whether you have to get a 
commercial driver's license to continue legally driving some 
vehicles used in farming, the answer is probably not. The 
Secretary of Transportation is seeking comments on whether to 
exempt farmers from this new law.

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Dangerously Out Of Control 


The issue of malpractice insurance coverage for 
physicians continues to wreak havoc among the 
ranks of medical staffs around the nation, and a new 
chapter in this dilemma is going to seriously affect a 
number of physicians on the Garrett County 
Memorial Hospital Medical Staff. 

Among the specialists hardest hit by soaring 
medical malpractice insurance premiums is the 
obstetrician, some of whom have been forced to halt 
their practices because they are unable to afford the 
premiums. At Garrett County Memorial, there are 
no board certified obstetricians on staff. The 
delivery of babies has always been handled by 
several family practitioners, whose record of doing 
so is nothing short of outstanding. While the 
insurance premiums of the family practitioners 
have also climbed significantly, they have not been 
affected to the same extent as those of the 
obstetricians — that is, until now. 

Maryland family practitioners who deliver 
babies were recently informed that their 
malpractice insurance premiums are going to take 
about a 700 percent increase within the next few 
months. Instead of paying approximately $7,000 per 
year for coverage, they will now have to pay about 
$50,000 for the same coverage! 

The only way that a physician will be able to 
afford such an outragous expense is by tacking on a 
huge increase to his fee for obstetrical services. 
Thus, local parents-to-be should expect to see a 
several-hundred-dollar increase in their baby 
delivery bills, and yet the physician will not be 
making an extra dime. All of it will go to the 
insurance company. 

We live in an age of litigation, where multi- 
million-dollar settkements make the headlines 
almost every day. Nearly all professions and 
businesses — not just physicians — are among the 
victims. While we still maintain that some attorneys 
and our Congress (the composition of which includes 
many attorneys) are among those to blame for this 
crisis, we believe that the insurance companies 
themselves could well be a major force behind the 
problem. One of our letters to the editor this week 
makes such an allegation. 

Regardless of who is to blame, there is no 
question that decisive, swift action must be taken 
now, or there will soon be a major shortage of 
physicians who will be financially able to perform 
obstetrics. While we agree totally with the concept of 
just compensation for persons who have suffered 
because of gross negligence on the part of others, it 
is obvious that the entire system is dangerously out

What exactly would 
make a teacher eligible for 
bonus pay 

Our national affiliate, the 
National Education Associ- 
ation, has reported to its affili 
ates that the Tennessee plan, 
and others like it, have for the 
most part not lived up to its 
expected results. We have data 
thal conciudes rather 
strably that any such plans 
rewarding some teachers eco 
nomically above that of the

majority of teachers generally 
are abandoned after a period of 
time. Merit pay plans have been 
on and off"’ for the last couple 
decades. None have withstood 
the test of time. All are vari- 
ations of the public's concern 
that top salaries for all teachers 
comparable to pay granted 
private sector employees, such 
as accountants, for example, 
who have similar education 
requirements are too expen- 
unaffordable. Thus, 
some form of merit pay is pro- 
posed so the public’s conscience 
can be eased as to its economic 
support for all teachers, whose 
responsibilities are likened to 
doctors. They lives 
Teachers save minds and we all 
know a mind is a terrible thing 
to waste! 

One example of the Ten- 
nessee plan Lears pointing out 
is that most teachers there are 
on step 1 o. the career ladder 
which provides $1,000 above a 
teacher's" »rmal pay. To get on 
steps 2 or 3 of the ‘‘ladder,”’ 
which rewards teachers with a 
$2,000 or $3,000 bonus, the appli 
cant is required to submit to a 
cumbersome and expensive 
state evaluation program 
There are about one hundred 
preparation hours needed to get 
ready for the evaluation and the 
cost to state is between 
$3,000 and $4,000 for the pro 
gram. Quotas limit the number 
of teachers selected. Only about 
6,000 of Tennessee's 47,000 
teachers are on the higher 
steps. Apparently, if you pass 
the evaluation but exceed the 
quota, you don’t get the reward 
In other words, you take a pay 
cut in that situation. The pro- 
gram is far from successful and 
the teachers are very unhappy 
with it 

Our guess is that if teachers 
were paid comparable wages to 
their private sector counter- 
parts with similar education 
requirements, training, experi- 
ence and responsibility, there 
would be a built-in need to be 
very selective in hiring the top 
graduates who would seek an 
economically rewarding career 
in teaching. Now, in some situ- 
ations school systems hire un- 
certified teachers

If your assailant is 
arrested, a case is brought against him, titled: State of Maryland 
vs. John Assailant, indicating that it is the public or society of 
Maryland which is injured. You also have the right to oring a 
private case against your assailant for your injury loss and 
fright is titled: Jane Citizen vs. John Assailant, 
indicating you are the injured party. The judgment in the 
criminal case, if John Assailant is fine or 
imprisonment or both. The judgment in the civil case is an award 
of money to Jane Citizen to compensate her for injury and loss, 
which John Assailant may be required to pay 

2. While lawfully operating your automobile on the highway a 
drunk driver runs into and injures you and damages your car. The 
crime: driving while intoxicated or under the influence, for which 
the driver may be fined or imprisoned. The civil case: a suit for 
personal injury and property damage with an award of money 
damages which the driver may be required to pay 

Of course, most actions are exclusively

The actual application of civil and criminal laws is not nearly 
so simple as these basic examples would seem to suggest, nor is 
the basic division of the law as neat as it appears here.

One legislator who had a 
prominent role in the legislation 
that inaugurated the school was 
a Pompey Smash (now Vale 
Summit) coal miner, John 
Leake. ‘‘Pa’’ Leake, as he was 
affectionately known by his 
children and grandchildren, 
was re-elected in November, 
1987, to the General Assembly 
as one of Allegany’s County's 
five delegates. It was he who on 
February 24, 1988, introduced 
the House Bill which specified 
that a State Normal School 
should be established at Frost- 
burg, but the bill did not pass 
He then introduced an afnend- 
ment to the appropriation bill 
which stated in effect that the 
State would provide $20,000 for 
the erection of State Normal 
School No. 2 in Frostburg if the 
people of Frostburg would 
furnish the ground and deed it 
to the State. The bill was signed 
April 9, 1898, by Governor Lloyd 
Lowndes whose home was in 
Cumnberland

Governor Plans 
Canadian Trip 
To Expand Trade 


Maryland Governor William 
Donald Schaefer has scheduled 
1 short trip to Canada at the end 
of May to expand Maryland's 
business contacts there 

Since the governor took office 
in January, 1987, he has visited 
Europe, the Soviet Union, 
Taiwan and Japan 

Schaefer reported that the 
state will be better prepared for 
the Canadian trip with an inven- 
tory of products that can be ex- 
ported. He said, ‘I think we can 
establish a good trade relation- 
ship with Canada.”’ 

According to Schaefer's 
spokesman, Bob Douglas, the 
governor has been invited to 
visit Israel late this summer, 
but plans have not been 
finalized 

Promoting tourism and trade 
for Maryland is a priority in 
Schaefer's administration

designed to coordinate Mary- 
land's overseas trade 
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Unclaimed Funds 
Ads Generate 
2,000 Calls 


Maryland State Comptroller 
Louis L. Goldstein said the 
Unclaimed Property Section of 
his office received nearly 2,000 
telephone calls last week as a 
result of advertising 17,665 
names of apparent rightful 
owners of unclaimed bank 
accounts, wages and security 
deposits in Maryland news- 
papers 

The ads, which are also in The 
Republican this week, are 
attempting to locate owners of 
more than $15 million in un- 
claimed funds. ‘‘If you see your 
name or the name of someone 
you know, there are instruc- 
tions at the top of the advertise- 
ment telling you how to contact 
our office,’’ Goldstein said. 

The comptroller noted that 
the majority of the unclaimed 
funds being advertised are bank 
accounts on which there has 
been no activity for five years 
Financial institutions are re- 
quired by Maryland law to 
notify the Comptroller's Office 
of those accounts 

“That’s why it is very im- 
portant to make a small deposit 
or withdrawal at least once a 
year on each of your bank 
accoutns,”"’ Goldstein said 

If the funds remain unclaim- 
ed for a period of 80 days, the 
money is transferred to the 
state. ‘‘However, that doesn’t 
mean the money is lost to its 
rightful owner,’’ he said. Under 
Maryland’s custodial law, the 
rightful owner or legitimate 
heir can claim the funds at any 
time in the future.”

Congress Recently 


The Daughters of the 
American Revolution held its 
97th Continental Congress at its

In 
the interim, only six states, not 
even half of the 13, had seen fit 
to ratify. Thus, when Maryland 
became the “‘lucky”’ seventh to 
take that step, it seemed to fur- 
nish motivation for the other six 
to follow suit, according to 

Boggs 

She congratulated Maryland 
for, one more time, being a 
leader in such a vital issue. 


Interest Rate 


On Home Loans 


Raised By VA 


To adjust to market con- 
ditions, the Veterans Adminis- 
tration has announced it has 
raised its maximum home loan 
interest rate from 9.5% to 10% 
effective April 3 

In the past 12 months the rate 
has been changed seven times, 
fluctuating between 9.5 and 
11% 

The last change in the VA 
interest rate occurred on Feb- 
ruary 1, when it went down 
from 10.5% to 9.5% 

Reflecting market conditions, 
the maximum guarantee in re- 
cent years has been on a 
general decline, from a high of 
17.5% in September 1981 to a 
low of 8.5% in January 1987 

In the federal fiscal year that 
ended October 1, 1987, the VA 
guaranteed 451,000 home loans, 
an estimated 8% of the nation’s 
home market 

Also effective April 3, the VA 
increased by one-half peroent- 
age point the maximum rates 
for Graduated Payment Mort- 
gages to 10.25%, home improve- 
ment loans to 11.5%, manu- 
factured home loans to 12.5%, 
manufactured home lot-only 
loans to 12%, and manufactured 
home and lot loans to 12%

Payments To Be 
Released Soon 


ASCS will begin issuing wool 
and mohair payment checks to 
local producers as soon after 
April 22 as possible, said Wil- 
liam F. DeWitt, chairperson of 
the Garrett County ASC Com- 
mittee 

The objective of our wool 
and mohair program is to en- 
courage growers to improve the 
quality of fibers. The incentive 
payments determined by 
multiplying the payment rates 
times the net dollar return re- 
ceived from the of the 
wool and mohair,’’ DeWitt said 

The 1987 national average 
market price for shorn wool 
was 91.7 cents per pound, 89.3 
cents less than the $1.81 per 
pound support price. The pay-

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ment rate 97.4 percent is 
the amount required to bring 
the average price up to the sup- 
port price. For mohair, the 
average price was $2.63 per 
pound and the support price 
$4.95, making the payment rate 
88.2 percent 

To compensate growers for 
wool on live lambs marketed in 
1987, the agency authorized a 
$3.57 per hundredweight pay- 
ment rate on unshorn lambs 
sold or slaughtered

mittees, Ways and Means and 
Senate Finance, couldn’t agree 
on legislation 

While the Senate panel did ap- 
prove legislation, the House 
committee has not yet worked 
on it. One problem is the Senate 
committee measure included 
the ‘“‘taxpayer bill of rights,”’ 
legislation that Rostenkowski 
opposes. Another stumbling 
block is that the two panels can- 
not agree on how to “‘pay for” 
restoring tax-free diesel pur- 
chases by farmers — that is, 
how to raise new revenues to re- 
place those lost from the re- 
newed exemption. 

Another possible hurdle is the 
languishing ‘‘technical correc- 
tions’’ tax bill. That measure 
was introduced last year to fine- 
tune various provisions in the 
1986 tax reform act. While a 
diesel repeal bill could easily be 
added to that legislation, it’s un- 
likely to move anytime soon. In 
other words, if the Ways and 
Means Committee is content to 
deal with the issue as part of the 
technical corrections bill, then 
it could be a long wait for

Schedule In State 


Fieldwork and most agri- 
cultural activities remained on 
approximately normal sche- 
dules for the week ended April 
17. Fifty percent of the acreage 
had been prepared for spring 
planting, the same as average 
and last year at this time. Some 
scattered minor frosts occurred 
in early mornings the previous 
four days, but no significant 
frost damage had been 
reported. Topsoil and subsoil 
moisture were adequate. There 
were six days suitable for field- 
work according to the Maryland 
Agricultural Statistics Service. 

Field corn was five percent 
planted, the same as last year. 
Sweet corn was five percent 
planted, equa! to last year's 
pace. Spring oats were 70 per- 
cent planted. Green peas were 
75 percent planted, 10 percent 
above the average. Peaches 
were 80 percent in bloom, com- 
pared to the normal of 70 per- 
cent on this date. Strawberries 
were 15 percent in bloom 

Wheat, oats, barley and rye 
were in good condition. There 


were about 25 percent headed 
Powdery mildew in wheat fields 
was severe in some areas. Light 
to moderate infestations of 
alfalfa weevils were reported 


Pest Management 

According to Dr. Galen 
Dively, grubs and wireworms 
are most commonly found in 
corn preceding pasture, hay, or 
sod, or in fields set-aside for 
more than one year. Only a few 
soil granulars are labeled for 
white grub control. Also, in- 
furrow treatments at rates 
higher than those used for root- 
worms are usually needed to 
control heavy wireworm 
infestations. Potential for cut- 
worms, stalk borers, and army- 
worms is greater in corn no-till 
planted into set-aside acres or 
winter cover crops, or planted 
after soybeans or corn where 
heavy weed growth occurred 
the previous year. Soil insecti- 
cides are ineffective against 
these insects; instead, use a 
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combination herbicide/insecti 

cide broadcast spray in high 

risk fields, or field scouting to 

determine the need for directed 
rescue”’ treatments 


Despite cool weather, alfalfa 
weevil populations are explod 
ing throughout the state. Fields 
where the majority of tips are 
injured have either been 
treated or soon will be ready for 
treatment. However, greater 
threats are associatied with 
field infestations that are still 
composed of mostly young 
larvae tightly concealed in the 
leaf buds, according to Dively 
When the weather finally 
breaks, said Dively, these 
larvae will be able to inflict sub 
stantial feeding injury. Treat- 
ment may be warranted if 25 
percent to 50 percent of the 
plants are damaged and there 
are three or more larvae per 
stem.

Planting of spring crop and 
other agricultural activities 
continued with virtually no 
interrupticns during the week 


ending April 24. Sixty-three per- 
cent of the acreage had been 
prepared for spring planting, 12 
percent ahead of average and 
the same as last year at this 
time. Topsoil and subsoil mois- 
ture remained adequate 
throughout the state. An aver- 
age of 5.2 days were available 
for fieldwork, according to the 
Maryland Agricultural Statis- 
tics Service. Minor frosts oc- 
curred in some areas but no 
damage was reported. 

Field corn was 12 percent 
planted, about the same as last 
year at the same time. Potatoes 
were 96 percent planted com- 
pared to the 92 percent planted 
at this time last year and the 81 
percent average planted to 
date. Sweet corn was 14 percent 
planted. Green beans were 86 
percent planted. Snap beans 
were 12 percent planted, all 
slightly behind last year. About 
42 percent of the apples and 
strawberries had bloomed and 
about 88 percent of the peaches 
had bloomed.

Checkoff Is A Good Deal For Dairy 


It wasn't long ago that the 
dairy industry found itself in the 
doldrums. The Maryland Beef 
Council reports that demand 
was down, consumer tastes 
were changing, and people were 
getting bad information about 
the product 

But the dairy came up with an 
innovative solution — its own in- 
dustry-wide research and pro 
motion program. And the pro- 
gram has worked, according to 
the Beef Council. Since 1983, 
cheese consumption is up 20 
percent and milk consumption 
is up 10 percent 

Today, history is repeating it- 
self. Another major agri- 
cultural producer — the beef in- 
dustry — has watched demand 
slump. Consumers are receiv- 
ing false or misleading infor- 
mation about beef’s nutritional 


and health values. Consumer 
tastes are changing. 

For dairymen, this is a 
serious problem because about 
20 percent of the beef market 
comes from dairy. Trouble for 
beef markets could mean less 
profit for dairy. 

This time, however, history 
provides some guidance. The 
beef industry has created its 
own marketing and research 
checkoff program. On October 
1, 1986, the beef industry — 
including dairy, veal and other 
producers — began investing in 
a $1 per head Beef Checkoff. 
The purpose: to educate con- 
sumers, to re-introduce beef as 
an important part of a healthy 
diet, and to provide research 
that would document the facts 
about beef for media and con- 
sumers. 


Weed Control Planning Important 


On New Conservation Reserve Acres 


Weed control and soil erosion weeds are under control. In 


protection is so important on 
Conservation Reserve Program 
(CRP) acres that CRP partici- 
pants are being advised to put 
in a cover crop and implement a 
weed control program before 
seeding grasses 

“If weed infestations are 
heavy, a cover crop and a weed 
control program may be 
quired for a year or two before 
the ground can be seeded to 
native grasses, as required by 
the program,"’ says Jess Crock- 
ford, state range conservation- 
ist for the Kansas Soil Conser- 
vation Service (SCS) 

Exact details for CRP con- 
tracts are handled on an 
individual basis, but noxious 
weeds must be controlled on all 
program acreage 

In some cases, the existing

other situations, a cover crop of 
sorghums or small grains may 
be planted before seeding to 
grass 

Eliminating tough broadleaf 
weeds will be essential before 
native grasses can be estab- 
lished. Field bindweed and 
thistles can choke out seeded 
grasses, resulting in expensive 
reseeding and a_ potential 
penalty for program non-com- 
pliance 

‘In any case, keep in mind 
that chemical carryover will 
dictate how soon you cai seed 
certain grasses,” adds Crock- 
ford. ‘‘While I can’t recommend 
any particular herbicide, I sug- 
gest that CRP participants read 
labels carefully and refer to the 
numerous publications avail- 
able at county extension and

The Checkoff is run by pro- 
ducers themselves. The Beef 
Board consists of 113 beef pro- 
ducers and importers. All seg- 
ments of the industry are repre- 
sented, including dairy. 

Another key to the program is 
fairness and an emphasis on 
local control. Everyone pays — 
even importers. Additionally, 
state beef councils (which in- 
clude dairy representatives in 
dairy states) control up to 3 
cents of every $1 collected. Beef 
Board administrative costs are 
strictly capped at 5%. ‘‘The 
dairy farmer has a large stake 
in this program. It’s good to see 
beef people working alongside 
dairy people to promote the 
benefits of beef and veal to the 
consumer,”’ says Montgomery 
County Dairy Producer, David 
Weitzer. 

The Results Are In 

More than $4.4 million is 
budgeted for Checkoff-funded 
research this year. The re 
search deals with key scientific 
and consumer issues, such as 
studies that have helped demon- 
strate how beef contributes to 
improved iron levels in women 
and athletes. 

In addition to research and 
consumer education, the pro- 
motional side of the Checkoff 
goes far beyond the popular 
James Garner and Paul 
Harvey ads that everyone 
seems to have seen or heard. 
Special videotapes on new uses 
for beef products and point-of- 
purchase displays have been 
supplied for grocery stores and 
recipe cards have been handed 
out by the tens of thousands. 

Equally important, an ag- 
gressive campaign to educate 
the media about beef has led to 
more than 5,000 positive news 
stories about beef’s versatility, 
nutritional value, and afford- 
ability. 

A Special Interest 

Dairy producers have at least 
one important reason for learn- 
ing more about the Beef Check- 
off — self-interest. That’s be- 
cause the Checkoff includes 
special programs targeted to 
help dairy producers. 

“One of our most successful 
efforts is the ‘Build A Gourmet 
Cheeseburger’ program we 
undertake in cooperation with 
the American Dairy Associ- 
ation,’ says Beef Board Presi- 
dent JoAnn Smith. ‘It’s a great 
opportunity to promote cheese 
and beef at the same time in a 
way that will benefit 
everyone.”’ 

The marketing programs 
sponsored by the Checkoff have 
dairy-oriented features. A 
series of videotapes cassettes, 
called ‘‘Meat Features,’’ have 
been distributed to more than 
2,000 supermarkets. Included 
on the cassettes are suggestions 
of new ways to prepare ham- 
burger and veal. 

A Return on Investment 

Dairymen and other beef pro- 
ducers are beginning to see the 
Checkoff as a smart business 
investment that will pay for it- 
self many times over. 

Some dollar benefits are al- 
ready starting to flow back to 
producers. One independent 
study found that consumers 
bought an average of 28 percent 
more beef in stores where 
Checkoff-funded ‘‘point-of-pur- 
chase’’ materials are located. 
Another survey found that 14 
million self-described ‘“‘light’’ 
beef users bought beef more 
often after exposure to check- 
off-funded advertising.

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THIRTEEN COMMANDMENTS 
TO OPERATE THY TRACTOR SAFELY 

With spring signalling a return to the operator's platform, the 
usual tractor safety rules that follow might be in a more 
entertaining form than the usual poker-straight approach. They 
were adapted from our former publication, Farm Safety Review, 
and have been slightly altered 

Thou shalt present thyself to thy tractor fit and ready to 
operate it well and safely, thus reaping a handsome day’s work 
and good health 

Thou shalt never permit a gear to turn nor a whee! to roll until 
all guards and safety devices are in place to shield thee from 
harm. 

Thou shalt require thy small sons and daughters (and thy 
neighbor’s offspring) to keep themselves apart from farm 
machinery. 

Thou shalt not require nor permit thy offspring to perform 
tasks without first ascertaining if they are capable in body and 
temperament and are sufficiently trained to operate a tractor 
without risk. 

Thou shalt hitch drawbar loads low and forsake wrapping 
chain or cable about the axle, lest they tractor wrap itself around 
its own axle and smother thee beneath 

Thou shalt weight thy tractor’s front to balance it if the 
drawbar be heavily burdened with such as a two-wheel laden 
trailer, and also place upon the rear sufficient weight to effect 
balance when thy tractor is encumbered with a front-end loader. 

Thou shalt faithfully cause thine eyes to remain open to 
discern precisely where thee and thy tractor are going and, 
furthermore, to spy hidden obstacles and other hazards so thou 

. can avoid them. 

Thou shalt diminish thy speed on rough ground and when 
approaching ditches and turning corners, thereby squelching 
prospects of thee supporting thy tractor’s weight with thine neck. 

Thou shalt enlist a ROPS and fastened safety belts to assist 
thee in surviving should thy tractor tumble over despite thy good 
intentions. 

Thou shalt interrupt the flow of power before exploring, 
reaching or poking about in thy machinery, if thou treasure thy 
limbs. 

Thou shalt mind thy manners on the roadway, acting 
courteously to highway travelers by not entering the roadway 
until after thou hath established that the way is clear, by always 
signalling what thou art contriving to do, and by decorating the 
rear of thy machinery with SMV emblem, to proclaim that thou 
art proceeding slowly 

Thou shalt respect thy tractor, keep it well and not demand 
more than it can deliver, nor require that it labor under burdens 
better suited to a huskier and steed lest it repay thy maltreatment 
with low performance, mechanical troubles and accidents. 

Thou shalt contain thy temper, even though the day goes foul 
and everything attempted conspireth against thee, as robust 
anger not only maketh thee look foolish and exclaim unkind 
sentiments, but also multiplieth thy prospects of coming to grief 
by accident.
